In a few opening transactions choice aon 
weights of cattle, owing to scarcity and ten- 
acity of sellers, near repeated previous terms, 
viz., 37s.

Mr. Hayes has written a stimulatin 
little work, but a big volume, with tab! 
examples, would be necessary to do justice 
to the theme. Moreover, more light could 
be thrown on the psychological signifi- 
cance of idiom if the languages examined 
included extra-European tongues, such as 
Arabic and Hindustani. This may be 
asking too much of a single scholar. 
Omission of reference to the classical 
languages cannot be so easily excused. To 
consider the modern European tongues 
without reference to Greek and Latin 1s 
to lose the clue to much that is most 
interesting. How did Spanish come to 
possess two verbs “ to be ’’? The example

It makes a dreadful noise, but every one 
who- really knows about music says it’s 
wonderful ; very much better, in fact, than 
it sounds.” ‘‘ Philosophy is trying to ex- 
plain something you don’t understand 
yourself to someone else who doesn’t under- 
stand it any better.’’

P reviously, almost without excep- 
tion, records could be made only at the 
studio at the recording company's factory. 
There was one notable exception, when the 
Gramaphone Company made elaborate. ar- 
rangements to 

in France. That was done shortly before 
the armistice. .A recerd was taken of the 
bombardment of Terrain, in front of Lille, 
on October 9th, 1918, and the sounds of 
British field artillery in action can be re- 
produced by means of this record. 

Many other records, though made in the 
studio, have acquired historic interest, 
since they record speech, singing or play- 
ing by celebrities’ who since have passed 
away. In 1903 Sarah Bernhardt made re- 
cords of recitations in French. The com- 
poser Grieg played one of his own com- 
positions for pianoforte for recording in 
the same year. The violinist,’ Joseph 
Joachim, made a record of a Brahms Hun- 
garian dance in 1907, a few months before 
his death. Adelina Patti's singing was 
recorded in 1906. Near the close of his 
career Dan Leno, the most noted comedian 
of his generation, made records. In 1904 
Santley, the baritone; Sarasate, the 
violinist, and Edward Lloyd, the tenor, 
made records. Among the old vocal re- 
cords, however, none is of greater historic 
interest than those made by Tamagno, 
especially those of numbers from 
“* Otello,’’ the opera that Verdi wrote for 
Tamagno. Caruso started his exceptional 
list of records as far back as 1902. 

Many artistes still living were first re- 
corded in the early years of this century. 
Arthur Roberts, the comedian, who pub- 
lished his reminiscences a few weeks ago, 
was recorded in an excerpt from the part 
in which he was 
especially popular, 
that of the usher in 
“Trial by Jury.”

In the past few months 
the record of '- Hear my prayer,” as sung 
by the boy soloist, Ernest Lough, and the 
choir of the Temple Church, London, has 
been a general favourite. Among 
‘ Celebrity’ records demand has been 
fixed on the record of Lucrezia Bori and 
Tito Schipa singing the death scene 
(‘‘Sono Andati’’), from Act 4 of “La 
Bohéme.’’ It is, indeed, notable among 
operatic records. Rodolfo’s outburst of 
anguish at the death of Mimi, as sung by 
Schipa, forces the most callous listener 
almost to tears. (‘‘ H.M.V.,” D.B., 911, 
8s. 6d.) 

In the class of music not too highbrow, 
a record by the Royal Opera Orchestra, 
conducted by Eugene Goossens, giving 
Schubert's “ Marche Militaire”’ on one 
side, and Berlioz’s '' Marche Hongroise ”’ 
on the other, has had a good sale.

CHOICE OF NEFDLES. 


A request for advice on the question of 
gramaphone needles has reached me. For 
general purposes most gramaphone owners 
will find it best to use full or medium 
tone steel needles. Very keen: grama- 
phonists, who are particular about musical 
results from their instruments, are sure 
to worry out a solution for themselves. 
The solution probably is to keep a variety 
of needles on hand, and vary their use 
as One finds the different records require. 
One can go to extreme degrees of refine- 
ment in matters of that kind. Grama- 
phone “fans” change not only needles, 
but sound-boxes for different classes of 
record. 

Not long before electrical recording 
began, I had become a convert to fibre 
needles, which give pleasant results in a 
drawingroom and do not wear the records 
as steel needles do. Many'of the more 
brilliant electrical reqptds, however, split 
the fibre needles, and “this fact is tending 
to drive fibre needles out of use. Another 


I point against fibres is the cost of needle- 


cutters, which become blunt and_ have to 
be replaced from time to time. At the 
moment I am back to steel—full tone as 
a rule—using only the best and a fresh 


needle for every side.

Simy—Your leading article in to-day’s issue 
will, doubtless, again bring the system of 
proportional representation inte discussion, 
and I request the hospitality of your columns 
tu suggest an angle of vision which I do not 
think has yet been taken. The weight of 
expert opinion contributed to the Dublin 
Magazine is convincing that the proportional 
representation system, where adapted to suit 
varying conditions, has been successful, but 
in the Free State it is the more important 
fact that no one has seriously attempted to 
prove that the principle of the transferable 
vote has been a failures here. ‘rue, the 
system has not saved the conntry from a 
politieal *‘dead-lock,’’ and it will, I think, 
be agreed by those who have had experience 
that amendments might be made in the 
Electoral Act which embraces the system of 
proportional representation. In _ criticising 
the system full consideration must be given 
to the Act under which it is applied, and 
there should be no doubt that the Eleetoral 
Act of 1923, which was a hastily considered 
amendment of the old Ballot Act, should be 
reviséd, and I would ask those in authority 
to comsider the following suggestions. 

It should be the duty of the returning 
officers to post to every elector a fac-simile 
of thé ballot paper, together with the regis- 
tered electoral number, directions to polling 
station, booth, etc. It should be made an 
illegal practice for a candidate, his agent, or 
any person other than the returping officers, 
to issue any fac-simile, extract. portion or 
example of the ballot paper.

HORSE-JUMPING AT SHOWS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Smm,—The letters from Lieutenant-Colonel 
Doherty and from ‘‘ Bhowman,”’ which ap- 
peared im your issue of the 3rd inst., en- 
courage me again to trespass on your space. 
[ think Colonel Doherty’s views as to 
possible improvement of jumping regulations 
envisage something quite different from what 
was Oh my mind when introducing the sub- 
ject. I do not think that a general efflia- 
tion of provincial shows with the Royal 
Dublin Society—the jamping in all to be 
judged by judges appointed by the Royal 
Dublin Society—w be feasible. There 
are — of competent judges available, and 
provincial show committees, from many 
causes, find it necessary to entrust this séetion 
of their work to men of their own seleetion. 
Such a system would also tend {6 standardise 
all the Irish jampérs too strictly to the ideals 
of a comparatively limited number of in- 
dividuals. Nor do I think that a é¢om- 
petition to be adjadicated ón as a ‘‘ humter 
trial,” where 60 per cent. of the marks 
would be awarded for manners and 40 per 
cent, for jumping, would be much use in 
provincial shows. 

In reference to “ Showman’'s”’ letter, 
am interested to learn that the Royal Dublin 
Society has actually had a defined system of 
marking in force for several years. " ‘From 
“Bhowman's ” résumé of this system it 
appears to me that, while the system may be 
fairly suitable for Ballsbridge, where the 
general standard must be. stricter than in 
most provincial shows, and the judges have 
more than average experience, it would need 
some slight revision before it could be adopted 
as a uniform standard by all shows. 

The system seems in the main sound as 
regards ‘ refusals,’’ although, personally, I 
should be inclined to penalise horses more 
heavily for what a rs to me to be One of 
the worst faults of a hunter, The rule of a 
““ fair hunting pace ' is difficult to interpret 
in practice, and is so vague that it is, indeed, 
very differently interpreted by different 
judges. Consequently, competitors do not 
know what is required by a particular judge. 
To my mind, it is a rather saperflnous rule. 
A considerable latitude might well be allowed 
as regards more pace, always provided that 
the horse is at all times under perfect con- 
trol. A hunter may jump well, going either 
fast or slow—he should, of course, be able 
to do either—but he must invariably be 
capable of being stopped, turned, guided and 
steadied at the will of the rider. Control 
is of much more importance than pace, and 
the substitution of the idea of control in- 
stead of the idea of pace in the practice of 
judging at all shows would do much to 
develop judging along hunting lines. If this 
were done, one would not so frequently see 
among the prize-winners horses—brilliant 
jumpers, no doubt—that are invariably com- 
mitted, irrespective of the volition of the 
rider, to the next jump almost before they

Having committed myself to such an 
opinion, I will venture to add to my offence 
by suggesting that the “ star ’’ for a brilliant 
round system of marking’ is essentially un- 
sound in theory and thoroughly pernicious in 
practice. If a criterion of '“ style ’’ is to be 
applied at all, it should undoubtedly be ap- 
plied to all competitors. If one horse is to be 
rewarded for good style, another should be 
penalised for bad style, and an intermediate 
performer should get the amount of credit 
under this head that is fairly his due. At 
all events, if the judge takes style into con- 
sideration at all, he should of necessity form 
a definite conclusion as to the style of every 
competitor. Otherwise it works out in prac- 
tice, with nine judges out of ten, that a 
horse with a previously established reputation 
and well known to the officiating judge, 
after jumping a good round, succeeds in 
catching the judge's eye (which has naturally 
been on the look-out for him) and gets a 
‘star.’ The unknown horse, of which 
nothing particular is expected, and concern- 
ing which there is no necessity to form an 
opinion or to put down a mark, stands a 
worse chance. This system of “ star ' mark- 
ing has caused more obviously erroneous de- 
cisions than have been given from all other 
causes combined. 

I fear, therefore, that unless the Royal 
Dublin Society could revise their system cf 
marking, so as to make it more generally 
suitable, and especially with a view to en- 
couraging the well-mannered hunter, rather 
than the merely brilliant jumper, little ad- 
vantage would result from the general appli- 
cation in. provincial shows the Royal 
Drblin Society's system as it stands.—Yours, 
etc., ‘* Rineatps Carrtic.”’

THE LATE REV. G. P. BENTLEY. 


The Rev. George Ponsonby Bentley, D.D. 
senior Episcopal Chaplain in the hospitals of 
Boston, U.S.A., died on the 22nd of last 
August at his home, 1522 Mystic Valley, 
Parkway. West Medford. There was a large 
attendance of clergy and laity at his funeral 
and at the Service in the Cathedral ‘Church 
of St. Paul.

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tions have actually got worse instead of 
better, in many cases, the owners having 
permitted the fabric of the buildings to 
deteriorate in view of their ultimate tranms- 
ference to the education authority.

With regard to the general hygienic con- 
dition of the school buildings it is pointed 
out by the chief school medica) officer 
that 50 are totally unsuitable for school 
purposes, 32 graded to be replaced as soon 
as possible, 93 fairly satisfactory, or can 
be made so; 19 are good, two in course of 
erection, five closed during the year, three 
opened, and one enlargéd and improved. 
This is not a very cheering record, and 
there must be some defect in the Educa- 
tion Act when such a large proportion of 
the schools is found to be “ totally un- 
suitable ” after four years’ working of the 
measure. The medical officer states 
further that the improvément in thé 
general cleanliness of the schools is main- 
tained--contradicting the former part of 
the report—but remarks that the standard 
is too low, the grime and dirt having be- 
come so ground into the floors that even 
after being newly scrubbed they only 
maintain their clean appearance for a very 
short time. 

The conditions revéaled in the report 
are far from pleasant, and it is time the 
authorities got busy in the cleaning-up 
process. The schools are being transferred 
very slowly, as the Churches are still 
suspicious regarding the religious clauses 
of the Act—and, of course, the Roman 
Catholic element view. them altogether 
with disfavour. A sly hit is made at the 
Protestants, it being stated that, as the 
educational services are now a charge on 
the rates, there is no enthusiasm amongst 


changed. The authorities have now got 
busy, and the publication of ‘bus time- 
tables which cannot be legally observed 
means trouble for the proprietors.

In giving 
his decision, the Recorder held that if 
the owner of a 'bus published a time-table 
the keeping of which involved—as in that 
case—a speed exceeding the speed limit, 
he was guilty of aiding and abetting unless 
he took steps to prevent his servants from 
carrying out what was set out in the time- 
table, and, as there was no such evidence, 
he affirmed the conviction. To compete 
with the railways on the main roads a fast 
service is necessary, and the temptation 
is, therefore, always present to ‘‘ scorch,”’ 
but the decision of the Recorder will have 
the effect of placing the responsibility on 
the right shoulders in such cases in 
future.

The members of the Electricity Supply 
Association of Ireland, following fheir annual 
meeting and dinner last night, were early 
afield this morning. At 9- o'clock a large 
party, including members and friends, left 

ruise’s Hotel by motor coach and motor 
ears to make-a-tour of the Shannon scheme 
works, at the invitation of Messrs, Siemens- 
Schuckert, the contractors. - 

The first objective was O'Brien's Bridge, 
above which is situated the head of the new 
canal, where the waters of the Shannon will 
be diverted. Here is being erected a great 
dam, in many respects as interesting as that 
at Ardnacrusha, which I described yesterday. 
The work at this spot is not quite so far 
advanced, but must necessarily be one of the 
last portions of the scheme to be completed, 
as it represents the breaking down of the 
last barrier to the entry of She water into 
the head race. However, ‘progress ‘s 
sufficiently developed to let one see what 
shape the final erection will take. 

ANOTHER SHANNON LAKE. 

The dam will stretch a couple of hundred 
yards across from embankment to embank- 
ment, completely blocking the present course 
of the river and turning it at an angle into 
the head race. The top.of the dam will rise 
to a level of the embankments, which are 
now well advanced, and the effect will be 
to raise the present level sconsiderably, flood- 
ing the large area obeland on either side of 
the river, so that from here to Killaloe will 
be created an extensive lake—in fact, one 
may say that I wh Der will be made to 
extend to the top of the head race. 

A temporary dam has been erected across 
the river above the working site, leaving only 
a small aperture for navigation. The effect 
at the moment is to produce a considerable 
‘*vace’’ in the river, to counter which up- 
ward-bound boats are helped by motor boats. 

Already the construction of some of the 
bastions of the dam is well advanced, and 
the visitors had a fine opportunity of seeing 
the many uses that can be served by a big 
transport crane, Now it was dropping con- 
crete into position; again it was ‘-ansporting 
baulks of timber, and one load lightly dis- 

osed of was a hea y four-wheeled railway 

ruck, which was dropped delicately into 
position on rails at the bottom of the canal. 
where mén were busily breaking out rock 
obstruction.

RIVER IN A CULVERT. 

One feat of engineering construction that 
won great admiration was the erection of a 
wonderful culvert to carry the waters of the 
River Blackwater right along underneath the 
vole length of the dam to discharge them 
into the old river-bed. 

Into the dam will be set three creat sluice 
gates to regulate the flow of water, and to 
one side there will be a channel for naviga- 
tion. The curtain for this is already com- 
plete in ferro-concrete. 

Following the route of the Canal, the party 
stopped at Parteen, where they saw a great 
bucket excavator clearing out the last 
stretches of soil on the canal bed. Great in- 
terest also was aroused at Anngrove, where a 
wonderful machine was building up the canal 
bank. An endless chain of buckets scooped 
up soil from beside the railway line, trans- 
ferred it to an endless belt, which kept a 
constant shower of soil 0 in long 
ridges on the top of the banks.

They all 
hoped that it would be for the benefit of the 
contractors, and of the country as a whole, 
when the scheme came into operation. 

Mr. L. J. Kettle said that he was glad 
to add his voice in offering their best thanks 
to the famous firm of Siemens-Schuckert. He 
had seldom spent a more intcresting day, and, 
in saying that, he knew that he spoke fer 
the other members of the party. He wished 
the firm every success in the great work that 
they had undertaken. He had been soine- 
what critical of the Shannon scheme-- 
engineers never agreed—but, no matter what 
they might think, the scheme had been 
selected as a national scheme, and it was now 
up to all of them to co-operate whole- 
heartedly in making it a success. Messrs. 
Siemens-Schuckert could depend on the mem- 
bers of that Association, one and all, to give 
that co-operation willingly. (Hear, hear.) me 
trusted that that was not the last occasion 
on which they would have the firm of Siemens- 
Schuckert operating in Ireland, (Applause.) 

Some further time was spent by the party 
inspecting the operations at the site of the 
power station, after which the visit ter- 
minated, and the visitors left for Limerick 
en route to their homes, after a very enjoy- 
able outing.

Mr. J. T. Nolan, T.D.; Dr. E. F. Stephenson,

An apology for non-attendance was received 
from Sir William Thompson. 

Mr. Thomas Ellictt, commercial manager, 
Great “Southern Railways Company, stated 
that the total quantity of milk carried to 
Dublin by the Great Southern. Railways 
during the twelve months to the ó1st August, 
1927, ‘was 1,820,536 gullons. The milk was 
conveyed by passenger train, and the 
distances. were generally short; but no special 
vehicles were provided, Refrigator vans were 
not considered necessary, but the question 
of insulated vans, where the volume of 
traffic warranted the expense, was being 
svmpathetically examined, 

Milk was occasionally transferred at the 
terminus from the consignors’ to the con- 
signees’ cans, The company would be pre- 
pared to afford facilities for cleaning the 
eans unless found to be impracticable en the 
ground of cost. Very few complaints were 
received as to the handling of the milk by 
the railway officials, but any received were 
investigated immediately. 

He would favour a type of milk can that 
would lend itself to convenient loading. His 
company would be prepared to adopt any 
reasonable recommendation made by the Com- 


mittee. 
HANDLING OF CANS, 

Mr. W. F. Horne, district superintendent, 
Great Northern Railway Company of Ireland 
stated that during the four weeks ende 
the 27th November, 1926 (winter period), his 
company carried 27,675 gallons of milk to 
Dublin — street) at an average charge 
of 1.28d. per gallon, and during the four 
weeks ended the 25th June, 1927, 41,521 
gallons were similarly carried, at an average 
charge of 1.03d. per gallon, The maximum 
period of transit was under 2} hours. The 
milk cans on arrival were delivered to and 
removed by the consignee. 

There were no special arrangements for the 
protection of the milk during transit, as 
it was under the observation of the railway 
officials until delivered to the consignees. 
The milk cans were neither locked nor sealed, 
but were provided with close-fitting lids, 
secured by clips or other device, and. were 
conveyed by passenger train in separate vans, 
properly ventilated. 

He would be in favour of milk cans so 
constructed as to be easily loaded into the 
vans. He considered that the 17-gallon can 
would be as large as could be conveniently 
handled. 

MORE CAREFUL HOUSEWIVES. 

Miss Mooney, Inspector, Jubilee Institute 
for Nurses, said that during their training 
the nurses were specially instructed in the 
care of milk, and they in turn advised house- 
wives of the danger of re milk exposed 
to contamination by flies and dust, and as to 
the care of the domestic milk supply, and 
hygiene generally. 

There was a decided, if somewhat slow, 
improvement in the manner in which milk 
was being kept in the home, She had seen 
a good deal of bone and joint disease through- 
out the country districts. She did not con- 
sider that it was altogether due to milk, but 
would attribute it also to lack of nutritious 
food, and other conditions. There was a 
scarcity of milk among the poorer classes, 
especially during the winter months. 

TUBERCULOSIS, 

Dr. M. M. Kierans, tuberculosis officer, 
County Monaghan, stated that out of 12 
patients the ratio of non-pulmonary to pul- 
monary cases was 1 to 8 in rural areas and 1 
to 4 in urban areas. The incidence of the 
non-pulmonary forms of the disease was twice 
as great in the towns as in the country, In 
her opinion the milk supply in the urban 
areas was responsible for the greater inct- 
dence through the wider dissemination of 
tuberculosis infection. 

Dr. P. J. Murray, chief tuberculosis offi- 
cer, Dublin, said that his work was among 
the poorest classes in the city, who got very 
little milk. The number of children under- 
going treatment for non-pulmonary _tuber- 
culosis was about 40, with some 6 or 8 more 
on the waiting list. Last year 155 non-pul- 
monary patients attended for treatment at 
the Central Dispensary; of these eighty- 
one were children under sixteen years 
of age and fifty-four were adults. The ratio 
as between the pulmonary and non-pulmonary 
forms was about 4 to 1. He had not sufh- 
cient evidence to say that milk was the cause 
of the latter cases, but thought that social 
conditions, unemployment, and want of 
proper nourishment were contributory causes. 

e considered that tubercle-free milk was 
a most important article of diet in the treat- 
ment of children.

COMMITTEE OF INQUIRY 
APPOINTED, 

With the concurrence of the Executive 
Council, the Irish Free State Minister 
for Education has set ~up a Committee of 
Inquiry to report on the National Museum 
of Ireland. The terms of reference are :— 

To inquire inte and report. to the Minister 
for Education upon the main purposes that 
should be served by the National Muséum ; 
the needs of the Museum if it is to fulfil 
these purposes effectively, and the reorganisa- 
tion, if any, which may be necessary in order 
to enable it to supply these needs. 

THE MMITTEE. 

The personnel of the Committee is as 
follows:—Mr. J. M, Adams, F.R.C.S8c.I., 
representing the Department of Lands and 
Agriculture; Mr. Thomas Bodkin, B.A, ; 
Professor Nils Lithberg, Ph.D., Adviser 
to the Northern Museum, Stockholm; 
Mr. Charles MacNeill, Mr. . Dermod 
O'Brien, President . Royal . Hibernian 
Academy, Chairman ,of the Board of 
Visitors. 

Dr. M. Quane, of the Headquarters 
Staff of the Department of Education, and 
Mr. J. Duane, of the Department's 
Inspectorial Staff, are attached to the 
Committee for secretarial and interpreting 
purposes. 
MINISTER'S STATEMENT. 

The first meeting of the Committee was 
held yesterday morning, and was opened 
by Professor O'Sullivan, Minister for 
Education. He expressed his thanks to 
the members of the Committee for their 
willingness and kindness in agreeing to 
help the Department of Education in the 
task of investigating whether some re- 
organisation of the Museum was necessary 
and desirable. The Department had 
found it necessary to*subject many of its 
institutions to inquiry, and had carried 
out reforms where it was found that such 
were useful. These inquiries were alto- 
gether independent of the question as to 
whether the institutions had served their 
purpose effectively in the past. 

The task of the Committee would be to 
see whether, from some points of view, 
reorganisation was necessary. The Com- 
mittee, beinc composed of experts, were 
acquainted with the work of Museums in 
many different countries, and the Depart- 
ment looked to the Committee to advise as 
to the best use that they should make of 
the series of collections in the Museum. 

TWO POINTS OF VIEW. 

“The thing that I wonld like you to 
investigate,’’ added Professor O'Sullivan, 
‘‘is how we can make the most of what 
we have got, and how we can develop in 
the future without throwing any undue 
strain on the finances of the country. I 
would like the Committee to consider the 
question as to whether we should have a 
genera) museum such as might be found in 
any country or an Irish museum— 
whether we should concentrate on making 
the Irish collection the principal one and 
grouping the other series around it. A 
great deal could be said for both points of 
view, especially from the point of view of 
education. ’’ 

In conclusion, he said that the results 
of their labours would undoubtedly be 
that a certain amount of reorganisation 
would be necessary. 

The Committee then went into session, 
and Mr. Dermod O’Brien was elected 
chairman. 

Mr. Adams is an Inspector attached to 
the Department of Lands and Agricul- 
ture. Mr. Bodkin is 
National Gallery. Professor Nils Lith- 
berg is Professor of National Science in 
the Northern Museum, Stockholm. Mr 
MacNeill is a well-known Irish anti- 
quarian, and Mr. O’Brien is President of 
the Royal Hibernian Academy. 

The Committee will be assisted, where 
necessary, by Mr. J. J. Buckley, 
M.R.I.A., and Dr. Adolf Mahr, Keeper 
of the Irish Antiquities Division.

COUNTY COUNCIL 
MANAGERS. 


KERRY SECRETARY’S VIEWS. 


Mr, W. F. Quinlan, Secretary, County 
Council, stated his views to our Tralee Corre- 
spondent on the findings of the Poor Law 

ommission, as his evidence before the Com- 
mission regarding the advantages of a manager 
with the local council as advisory body 
seemed to have been accepted. 

Mr. Quinlan stated that more than ever 
he was convinced that the method advocated 
by him before the Commission was the best 
solution. One had got to view local govern- 
ment from a business point of view. Take, 
for example, the Kerry County Council, com- 
posed of 34 members, Unquestionably these 
members had spent a considerable amount of 
their time with much inconvenience, and, no 
floubt in many cases, a serious personal loss, 
attending Council and committee meetings, 
which had run to as many as three in a 
week, Generally speaking, for months past 
hardly a week went by without a meeting. 
Yet at their meeting that day er had 
matters which arose in May last, and were 
put on the agenda for the August meeting, 
still unattended to. 

So many new and complex problems arise 
daily in local government that even a council 
like ours, with undoubtedly an earnest desire 
fo attend to their duties, find it impossible 
to cope with all this work; and, of course, 
delays tend to be costly. 

BUSINESS LINES. 

The running of a county council should 
be modelled as closely as possible on the 
lines of an efficiently run business. In both 
a return is required for money invested. The 
successful business brings in increased divi- 
aends, the efficiently run county council 
produces good public services. ow long 
would a business last if thirty-four members 
were picked from the shareholders and put 
in charge? Unquestionably it would only be 
m matter of time, and a very short time, 
before such business would fail. 

A successful business is run by a board' 
of directors—immediate control is exercised 
by a managing director, who is responsible 
to his board, and, through them, to the 
shareholders. A county council to be a 
success should be run on similar lines, with 
a manager or expert at the head of affairs, 
having an intimate knowledge of local 
government and its intricacies, and always at 
hand to deal with each matter as it arises. 
Periodically this manager would have to mect 
his council or advisory body, and, having to 
answer to this body for his actions, would 
have to “imake good” or get out. 

BOARD OF HEALTH CONTROL. 

Asked as to what he thought of bringing 
the jBoard of Health directly: under the 
County Council, Mr. Quinlan stated that the 
position in Kerry was briefly as follows :— 
The Kerty County Council contributes some- 


thing like £60,000 a year to the Board of 
Health, and as a council has no further 
control over this money. 

Imagine a business firm handing over to 
one of its branches without immediate and 
direct control such a large sum of money. 

The Kerry County Council, realising this 
some months agc passed a resolution asking 
the Minister to have this position remedied 
and to have the Board of Health become a 
department of the Gounty Council. There is 
at present overlapping between the County 
Council and the Board of Health—again out- 
door relief as at present administered must 
With the County 


sible to arrange that in a district where out- 
door relief is temporarily high that portion 
of the road grant money could be immedi- 
ately expended there, and so help to reduce 
outdoor relief. 

Unity of control with a consequent better 
co-ordination of services wou be 
advantageous. 

RESULTS ABROAD. 

In conclusion, Mr. Quinlan stated that one 
need only refer to a country like Germany, 
where the system as advocated by him is 
largely working, to see what beneficial results 
can be derived from it. Some fie yeafs ago 
the findings of an International! Committe, 
headed by Mr. Dawes, one of America’s 
greatest financial experts, published their 
report as to the economic conditions in Ger- 
many. Dealing with the German municipal 
bodies, this report states:—‘‘The German 
municipal bodies are building pleasure 
grounds with their surplus funds.”. What 
greater argument could he advanced in favour 
of the suggested system?

IRISH-AMERICAN’S ADVICE TO 
POLITICIANS,

' FERMOY, Thuraday. 

Among the delegates to the Convention in 
Paris of the American Legion was Mr. John 
J. Cronin, of New York, who, accompanied 
by his wife, paid a short visit to Fermoy. 
It was his first visit to Ireland, though his 
father was a native of Castlelyons, and his 
mother hailed from Fermoy. 

He said that it was a surprise to him to 
see the aftchitectural beauty of many of the 
buildings in Dublin, together with the 
scientific construction and cleanliness of its 
streets. He was very favourably im 
with the hotel service and the courtesy of 
the Customs officials, as well as the efficiency 
and spirit of helpfulness shown by the Civic 
Guard. The Irish Tourist Association gave 
the Legion the greatest assistance, as the 
members were met at the railway stations 
and given every information relating to 
hotels and accommodation. The business 
structures in Cork were on an up-to-date 
style, and the quality of the goods displayed 
could not be beaten. The streets he con- 
sidered to be in every way as good as in any 
city of its size in t tates, and a credit 
to those in charge.

REFORM OF THE BELFAST 
CORPORATION. 


NORTHERN LABOUR PARTY’S 


SUGGESTIONS. 


The Northern Ireland Labour Party is the 
latest to put forward a scheme for the 
reformation of the much-criticised Belfast 
Corporation. After consultation with the 
Labour members of the Corporation, the 
Executive Committee has outlined a plan, the 
main points of which may be summarised as 
follow :— 

(1) A General Manager (or Superintendent 
to supervise, co-ordinate, and advise on 4l 
departments of the municipality. 

fo) A Standing Committee known as the 
Committee of Co-ordination and Control. This 
Committee shall consult with and hear reports 
from the General Manager (or Superinten- 
dent). 

(3) The unification of cognate committees 
so as to provide for six composite committees, 
the membership of each committee to be ten 
in number. 

(4) Each departmental chief shall have full 
control of his department, and shall accept 
full responsibility for its administration. 

COMPETITIVE APPOINTMENTS. 

(5) All appointments to which the principle 
can be applied to be by competitive examina- 
tion. . 

(6) Each committee to refer its recommenda 
tions regarding salaries or wages to the 
Standing Committee of Co-ordination and 
Control. 

A MUNICIPAL GENERAL ELECTION. 

(7) All members of the Council, in view of 
the prevailing lack of public confidence, to 
hold a kind of ee general election in 
January next, all to submit themselves for re- 
election, making the reconstitution of the 
City. Council the test question to be placed 
before the electorate. ; 

Composite committees, the work of which 
is to a large extent inter-related, are suggested 
as follow : - 

(1) Gas, Electricity and Trams; (2) Educa- 
tion, Parks and Playgrounds, Libraries, 
Museums and Art; (5) Improvement, Police 
and Law; (4) Baths and ing-house and 
Markets ; ) Public Health, Housing, Tuber- 
culosis, and Maternity and Child Welfare; 
(6) Asylum, Blind Persons, and Children Act. 

Special Committee—The Committee of Co- 
ordination and Control, combining all the 
functions of the Council, should be composed 
of one representative from each of the com- 
posite committees, together with the Lord 
Mayor, Town Clerk, the General Manager and 
the Town Solicitor, or ten in all.

regard to the above scheme, said there might 
be some advantage in adopting such a bha

There is a general opinion that this can 
only be achieved by the suspension of the Cor- 
portion for a period of five years, and the 
giving of a free hand to paid Commissioners, 
under Government control, to carry out neces- 
sary reforms.

Conservatives in Council. 


In some matters of government the 
Free State is setting the pace for England. 
Yesterday the annual conference of 
Unionist Associations met at Cardiff. It dis- 
cussed the future of the House of Lords, 
the question of adult suffrage for women 
and the plight of British agriculture. 
There is no radical dispute between the 
Free State's two Houses of Parliament ; 
her adult women have possessed the vote 
for nearly five years; her farmers have 
many troubles, but remedial legislation, 
as yet only adumbrated in England, is 
on the Irish Statute-book. We may 
believe that, before the British Govern- 
ment tackles the subject of long-term 
credits, in accordance with the Prime 
Miuister s promise yesterday, the work of 
the Freej States Agricultural Credit 
Corporation will be full swing. 
Although the proposed extension of the 
female suffrage found fierce critics in the 
Unionist Party and Press, it has enjoyed 
an overwhelming victory at Cardiff. 
Many differences of opinion concerning 
the wisdom of this change may abide, but 
the change itself had become. inevitable. 
As soon as every ignorant lad of twenty- 


in 


one got the parliamentary vote in Great 
Britain, the last its 
extension to every ignorant girl of the 
same age disappeared. In any case, the 
Unionist Party, through its leaders, had 
itself irretrievably. Nearly 
four years ago the Prime Minister 
announced that the party was “in favour 
of equal political rights for men and 
women.’’ Recently the Home Secretary, un- 
contradicted by Mr. Baldwin, interpreted 
this pledge to mean that “no difference 
will take place in the ages at which men 
and women will go tothe poll at the 
next election.’ Futhermore, it is 
certain that, if the Unionist Party had not 
decided to claim such credit as this change 
may carry, the Liberals and Labour would 
have claimed it at the first opportunity. 
Mr. Baldwin’ may argue that adult 
suflrage for women cannot be convicted 
of any bad results in the Free State. 
Nobody can prove that its absence would 
have affected the outcome of last month’s 
gener’ "sm for better or for worse. 
Two policies concerning the House of 
Lords were submitted to the Conference 
at Cardifi—one that all projects of reform 
should be postponed indefinitely, the other 
that some measure of reform should be 
undertaken within the life-time of the 
present Parliament. The latten proposal) 
triumphed, and. Mr. Baldwin, in his 
subsequent speech, promised that the 
Government would launch its plan within 
the next year. We need not suppose that 
it will be a drastic plan; for, as the 
Marquis of Londonderry urged yesterday, 
Unionist opinion continues to be divided 
sharply on the whole subject, Those 
Conservatives for whom he speaks are 
afraid that any reform which could be 
described as an attempt to buttress 
aristocratic privilege would ruin the

election. Probably Mr. ‘Baldwin will be! 
satisfied, for’ the time being, with legis- 
lation which will relieve the Speaker of 
the House of Commons from his sole 
responsibility to certify money bills. It 
is manifest that the very march of 
democracy demands increasingly a widen- 
ing and reconstitution of the Upper 
Chamber’s powers. Adult suffrage, while 
it may have advantages, certainly has 
grave dangers, and the decisions of A 
House of Cammous elected on the basis of 
adult suffrage will require some safeguard 
of superior knowledge and experience. It 
is hardly less manifest that the reform of 
the House of Lords, in the light of this 
new need, cannot be the work of a single 
party in the St&te. Such reform, as The 
Times said some days ago, must dilute 
Conservatism and heredity by nomination, 
and agreement between all the parties on 
a just and representative system of 
nomination ought not to be found im- 
possible. No doubt, Mr. Baldwin will give 
much thought to this larger aspect of the 
problem during the coming months, and 
of all living statesmen he is best qualified 
to deprive it of its controversial elements 
and to present it to the country as a truly 
national problem. His speech yesterday 
co-ordinated all the urgent topics of the 
day in a lofty plea for vision and good- 
will. 


Itish Learning. 

The Free State Minister for Education 
has appointed a Committee to report on the 
National Museum of Ireland. At the first 
meeting of the Committee the Minister, 
Professor J. M. O’Sullivan, - explained 
that the main question to be decided was 
whether the Museum, as developed here- 
after, ought to be general in its scope, or 
whether the Irish collection should be its 
main feature, with other series in a sub- 
ordinate position. Which arrangement 
would yield the larger educational value? 
Perhaps, the extensive range of the 
exhibits in Kildare street, Dublin, is not 
commonly known. Separate galleries dis- 
play varieties of furniture, of costume, of 
ceramic art, of musical instruments and 
of arms and armour, representing many 
lands and many periods. These general 
exhibits ought to be maintained, and en- 
larged as opportunity allows, chiefly as an 
exhibition for the instruction of the young 
in the beauties of the world’s craftsmanship. 
The section of the Museum devoted to 
Irish antiquities has a different import- 
It is far more than an array of 
curiosities. There is interest, indeed, for 
every Irish child in the array of flint, 
copper, bronze and iron weapons, repre- 
senting different ages in our island story ; 
in the magnificent golden torques, the 
jewelled reliquaries and the exquisite 
Cross of Cong. These relics, while making 
the Irish past vivid, also illustrate phases 
in distant European history which - were 
largely obscured in other lands by move- 
ments that never reached Ireland. The Irish 
galleries draw students to our shores in 
search of a phase of knowledge which can- 
not be investigated elsewhere. Together 
with “the overlapping collection in the 
Royal Irish Academy, they form Ireland’s 
title to a place in archeological scholar- 
ship. No pains spent on the development 
of an Irish contribution to the world’s 
learning—to the exhaustive investigation

A Farmers’ Exodus. 


At a “Country Life Week” in the 
State of Michigan figures were quoted 
which show a very large movement ih the 
United States from the country to the 
cities. In 1880 more than 71 per cent. of 
the population was rural; in 1920 the 
percentage was less than fifty. The 
number of persons actually living on 
farms has fallen since 1910 by four 
millions, although the population of the 
whole country during the same period! 
has increased. A remarkable feature «4 
this tendency towards urban settlement is 
the fact that the great majority of fugitive 
farmers owned their own farms. Accord- 
ing to statistics collected by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, the 
chief motive for the stampede of 
Columbia’s bold peasantry is economic. A 
fraction of rural dwellers left the country 
because they wished to afford better school- 
ing and opportunities to their children, 
and others because they wished to let a 
son have the farm; but the main reason 
was the acute depression in American 
agriculture.

Noise of Battle. 


The Correspondent of The Times with 
the Atlantic Fleet observes that, when a 
broadside is fired on a modern battleship, 
“every human faculty is entirely dis- 
located for a tong period. The fact has 
great strategical importance.” A com- 
mander in the naval warfare of to-day 
must be extremely careful, because “ he 
may have only one chance to loose his 
thunderbolt,’’ and, if that fails, his crew 
will be unable for some time to follow 
it with another. A stage seems to have 
been reached in war when the formidable 
nature of the weapons has its drawbacks 
for the attacker as well as for the 
defender. It was the general practice of 
armies in former times to make as much 
noise as possible at the onset, in order 
to strike dismay into the ranks of the 
enemy. The ingenuity of gunnery experts 
may be required to bring itself to bear 
in future on the problem of quieter 
battles. “The tumult and the shout- 
ing” of -old-time engagements were 
frightening enough, no doubt, but they 
did not produce a complete paralysis of 
faculties in all the combatants simul- 
taneously. Historians could reproduce, 
without serious injustice to probability, 
long addresses by the rival generals. Modern 
artillery has made these heroic exhorta- 
tions in action rather a waste of breath, 
although there were not a few instances 
in the Great War when the human voice 
exercised its old power to instil steadiness 
and courage. Perhaps, the senses of the 
soldier, the sailor and the airman will 
adapt themselves to bigger and bigger 
bangs, but “ pacifists’’ have some cause 
to rejoice at the tendency of belligerent 
weapons to become unmanageable in the 
hands of those who us them. 
“ Mechanised ” warfare is creating armies 
far more terrible than “an army with 
banners.” Permanent peace may become 
an accomplished fact when men fear to 
utilise fylly the discoveries of chemists 
and engineers lest they meet with the 
fate of Frankenstein.

Their attitude is one 
of opposition to both the Government and 
Fianna Fail, and it is quite probable that 
in the event of a division being taken on 
Mr. Cosgrave’s nomination as President 
they would vote against it. I understand 
that they would adopt the same attitude 
in the case of Mr. de Valera s nomination, 
or in the alternative refrain from voting 
altogether. 

THE LOAN. 

All that can be said definitely at present 
is that President Cosgrave intends to take 
np office and carry on the government of 
the country. A National Loan must he 
secured at an early date, and no one will 
doubt, after Mr. de Valera’s pronounce- 
ments as to the way he would deal with 
the State’s lawfully contracted debts to 
Britain, that a Government with Presi- 
dent Cosgrave at its head would be the 
most likely party to secure a loan at the 
cheapest rate. 

If, as is expected, Mr. Cosgrave is elected 
President, the Dail will adjourn fr a few 
hours, and when it reassembles the Presi- 
dent will announce the names of the 
‘Executive Council. 


BY-ELECTION. 


President Cosgrave, I understand, has 
decided to sit for Cork City. This will 
mean a by-election in the Carlow-Kilkenny 
constituency, which he has represented 
for almost ten years. 

The writ for the by-election will be 
moved either on next Wednesday or 
Thursday. The question of selecting a 
candidate is cansing concern in the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Party. Mr. Gorey, 
the former leader of the Farmers’ Party, 
who threw in his lot with the Govern- 
ment, is not regarded as a strong candi- 
date, and it would not surprise me if the 
choice of the Government should not fall 
on him. 

There has been some talk of Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, the late leader of the Labour 
Party, standing for Carlow-Kilkenny, and 
it has been suggested that Fianna Fail 
might stand down in order to help his 
election. I have been informed, however, 
that it is not Mr. Johnson’s intention to 
seek election in this constituency. A three- 
cornered fight in the constituency would 
not favour the Labour nominee. 

Both the Government and the Fianna 
Fail Parties will hold conventions on 
Sunday next for the purpose of selecting 
candidates for the constituency. President 
Cosgrave will attend his party’s conven- 
tion. 

TAKING THE OATH. 

Several members of the new Dail have 
taken the oath already. The Clerk of the 
Dail will attend at Leinster House to-day, 
on Saturday and on Monday next to ad- 
minister the oath to the other deputies. 

The Government Party will meet in 
Leinster House on Monday next to con- 
sider its policy and programme. It is 
probable that a meeting of the Fianna 
Fail Party will be held on the same day.

NATIONAL STUDS 
POSITION. 


ENGAGEMENTSNOT VOLD 
ON OWNER’S DEATH, 
—— 


Efforts are being made to remedy the 
anomalous state of affairs that exists at 
present on the death of the owner of a 
prominent racehorse, with numerous book 
engagements. 

Under Rule 86 the horse’s engagements 
always have been declared void in such a 
case, and this invariably has caused much 
discontent. 

The advisability of amending the rule 
has been discussed frequently, and the 
situation cated by the death of Mr. 
Frank Curzon this year brought the 
matter into considerable promience 


THE CASE OF CALL BOY. 

On the death of Mr. F. Curzon all the 
nominations of his Derby winner, Call 
Boy, became void, thus preventing the 
colt from fulfilling the many engagements 
which had been made for him. These 
engagements included the Doncaster St. 
Leger, the Eclipse Stakes, the Champion 
Stakes at Newmarket, and the Limekiln 
Stakes for this season, and the Rous 
Memorial Stakes, Ascot; the Hardwicke 
Stakes, Ascot; and the Royal Plate at 
Newbury for 1928. 

The agitation for amendment now has 
come to a head, and the Racing 
Calendar announces that at a meeting 
of the Jockey Club, to be held at New- 
market on Wednesday, in the Houghton 
Week, there will be a notice of motion by 
Mr. James A. de Rothschild to amend 
Rules 79 and 86 as follows :— 


THE AMENDING RESOLUTION. 

“ (1) As from the first of January, 1928, in 
the event of the death of a subscriber or 
owner, his legal personal representatives, or, 
in the case of death of the Director of the 
National Stud, the trustees thereof, may, 
within three months from the date of his 
death, nominate some person to take over all 
the deceased's engagements for any horse be- 
longing to the deceased in any race under the 
Rules of Racing. Within the three months 
aforesaid, and before any change of owner- 
ship, payment of entrance fees, subscriptions, 
stakes and forfeits will be made for any en- 
gagements accepted by the legal personal re- 
presentatives, or, in the case of the National 
Stud, the trustees, thereof and payment made 
of forfeits, etc., on nominations not accepted, 
the amount of such stakes, forfeits, etc., being 
charged to, and paid out of the insurance 
fund. In the case of the National Stud nomi- 
nations, subscriptions and entries shall be 
made in the name of the Director of the 
National Stud for the time being, as if he 
were the owner, and such nominations, sub- 
scriptions and entries shall become void on 
the death of the Director in whose name they 
were made, unless a transfer has been 
registered under Rule 91. 

_“(2) For all purposes the Director for the 
time being shall have the same rights and 
shall be under the same liabilities as an owner 
and shall have power to appoint an authorised 
agent to act on his behalf.” 


PROPOSED INSURANCE FUND. 


To meet the cost of any nominations not 
accepted by the legal representatives of 
the deceased subscriber, it is proposed that 
an insurance fund shall be created by de- 
ducting 1 per cent. from the gross stakes 
paid to winners—including 1 per cent: on 
the amounts received by the nominators of 
the second and third—on sweepstakes, and 
1 per cent. on the gross value of plates, of 
which one-half per cent. shall be con- 
tributed by winners—ineluding one-half 
per cent. on the amounts received by the 
nominators of the second and third—and 
one-half per cent. paid by the racecourse 
companies. Out of this insurance fund 
shall be paid all entrance fees, subscrip- 
tions, stakes and forfeits accruing, due 
from deceased subscribers, or owners, dur- 
ing a period of three months from the date 
of the death of the deceased subscriber or 
owner, provided such death occurs after 
the Ist of January, 1928. 

In the event of the sale of the horse 
with his engagements: (1) before the death 
of the subscriber, (2) before the expiration 
of the three months aforesaid, the insur- 
ance fund shall be liable only for such 
commitments as the seller is liable to pay 
under Rule 91.

OUTRAGE,

SUVA (FIJI), Friday. 

A massacre of white men and native 
police in the Solomon Islands is reported 
iii a wireless message received by ‘the 
High Commissioner of the Western Pacific. 

A trader, who has arrived in Tulagi 
(Solomon Islands) in the Government 
steamer Auks, states that District Com- 
missioner Bell, Cadet Lillies, fifteen native 
police and the crew of the vessel were 
murdered by bush natives at Sinarago, 
on the North-East coast of Malaita 
Island. The date of the crime is not 
stated. 

The boatswain of the Auks and four 
wounded police were the sole survivors. 
Rell and Lillies were buried at Kwai. 

The only Europeans now in the vicinity 
are Mr. and Mrs. Andrew, of the Seventh 
Day Adventist Mission. Mr. Andrew has 
& vessel at Nian, and can easily proceed 
to Kwai, where the South Sea Evangelical 
Mission Station is situated. No anxiety 
is felt for their safety.. 

This is the wérst outrage that has been 
reported from the Solomon Islands, and 
is the first case of Government officials 
having been killed. 


MR. BALDWIN’S 
SPEECH. 


BUILDING A NATIONAL 


POLICY. 


Referring to Mr. Baldwin’s speech last 
night, Zhe Times says :—The Prime Minister 
sees and greets with unfeigned satisfaction 
the new note in the speeches of the late 
Trades Union Congress, which was observed 
and welcomed here so soon as those speeches 
were uttered. He hopes, as we all hope, that 
it is a sustained note. He wanted, he said, 
to recognise that genuine attempt to damp 
down the fires of agitation which he recog- 
nised in the statement of Mr. Clynes, that 
what. trade needs is a long period of com- 
posure and of agreement between various 
interests, and he rejoices to think that the 
working man has learned at last that his best 
friend is his own negotiator, whg honours 
his bond. Mr. Baldwin expresses his abso- 
lute agreement with Mr. Cramp’s view, that 
good-will in the ranks of industry must be 
good-will between the trade unions and the 
employers, and that the Government must 
be out of the picture. He claims, and no 
unprejudiced person will dispute the claim or 
deny the influence of his pleading, that he 
has been preaching nothing else the last three 
years. His Government, he promises, will 
watch with sympathy whatever may take place 
between the parties, and, if the oe invite 
them to help by any particular kind of legis- 
lation, they will carefully consider any re- 
quest of the kind. 

To agriculture he could not give much 
comfort, but he promised the farmers to 
submit a scheme next year for getting them 
long-term credits. 

e Prime Minister reserved the reform 
of the House of Lords for the close of his 
speech. They will welcome sympathetic and 
enlightened criticisms of certain sketch pro- 
posals which the Government have put for- 
ward for consideration and ventilation. They 
will consider them this autumn, and they 
will announce their decision 
year. Of the threat to abolish the Second 
Chamber he has no fear. To any. such pro- 
ject the Conservative Party are fundamen- 
tally and absolutely and democratically 
opposed. But Mr. Baldwin well knows that, 
with so large a problem, as with other large 
problems, no party with its party principles 
alone can achieve a solution. Therefore, he 
said, it is the duty of Conservatives, while 
holding fast to their principles, to build on 
them a national policy which will bring to 
their support the armies of those who own 
no particular party allegiance, and who 
prefer a stable Government to supporting 
Liberals or Labour. A large national policy 
may have its germ in these last words of 
the Prime Minister's address,

BOOKMAKERS FINED 
DISQUALIFIED. 


Fines totalling £100 were imposed at Staf- 
ford yesterday on Fred. Tinkler, aged 41, a 
local bookmaker, for evading the betting tax.

MADRID, Thursday. 

All Spain quietly awaits the opening 
of the new Parliament on Monday next. 
A marble plaque, bearing the words 
“ National Assembly, has replaced the 
old inscription, “ Camber of Deputies, 
on the fagade of the Cortes building. 
Jose Yanguas, the former Foreign 
Minister, whom King Alfonso has 
appointed President of the Assembly, is 
assisting personally in making the final 
arrangements for seating the delegates, 
the occupants of the Diplomatic Gallery, 
the Press Tribune, and the public balcony. 
Already four hundred deputies have 
arrived in the capital and are conferring 
with their colleagues. 

The King and Queen of Spain and 
General Primo de Rivera are visiting the 
Moroccan Protectorate, now almost 
entirely subdued after the long war in 
the Riff country; but they are returning 
on Monday for the opening of the session 
of the National Assembly. 

NO TRACE OF PLOTS. 

I can find no traces here of the reported 
plots, counter-plots and uprisings. My 
investigation indicates that the authorities 
merely took the precaution of arresting a 
couple of hundred of the wildest of the 
Anarchists and Communists who have 
been attempting to foment trouble, in 
order to avoid any manifestation on Mon- 
One retired captain and one lowly 
corporal are the only persons ever con- 
nected with the Army who have been 
restrained through temporary incarcera- 
tion. 

The composition of the new Assembly, 
which reveals the Direttorate’s efforts to 
get a comprehensive group of people, re- 
presenting all national activities, is the 
general subject of political conversation 
to-day. 

WOMEN LEGISLATORS.. 

King Alfonso and General Primo de 
Rivera have made a concession to the 
spirit of the times in selecting sixteen 
women as members of the Assembly, and 
King Alfonso personally chose Senorita 
Carmen Cuerta as one of the two official 
secretaries of the Assembly, who rank 
next below the President and the two 
Vice-Presidents. About a third of the 
deputies have been elected by the muni- 
cipalities in the provinces, and approved 
by the King. Several leading labour 
union chiefs were invited to participate, 
but they declined. The classes repre- 
sented include the Army, Navy, liberal 
arts, Church, commerce, industry and 
agriculture. 

The building boom is unabated in 
Madrid. Twelve-storey office buildings of 
steel construction loom in its principal 
artery, and _  twelve-storey apartment 
houses are thrusting their skeletons aloft 
in the residential neighbourhoods. Right 
beside modern Madrid lie the: older 
sections of narrow streets. 

Business is good in Spain, but labour 
troubles are acute, especially in Catalonia. 
The Moroccan war is largely responsible 
for the trouble, my informants told me 
when I asked the reason, but others ex- 
plain that General Primo de Rivera's 
Spartan administration of justice, regard- 
less of whom it hits, is also a large factor.

MR. THOMAS AND GENERAL 
STRIKE FOLLY.

BLACKPOOL, Thursday. 

The ‘result’ of the ballot for the election of 
a new Executive was announced at the an- 
nual conference of the Labour Party at Black- 
pool to-day, and showed that there were 
seven changes. Mr. J. BR. Clynes headed the 
list with 3,411,000 votes. 

The new members are Mr. Oswald Mosley, 
Mr. C. P. Trevelyan, Mr. W. A. Robinson 
(Distributive Workers), Mr. W. R. Smith 
(Boot and Shoe Operatives), Mr. Harry Snell 
(fabian Society), Mrs. M. Adamson and Miss 
Ellen Wilkinson. 

The members not re-elected were Mr. C. 
G. Ammon, Dr. Ethel Bentham, Dr. Hugh 
Dalton, Mr. Rhys Davies, Mrs, Ayrton Gould, 
Mr. W. H. Hutchinson (Engineering Union), 
and Mr, Joseph Jones (Miners). 

PROMOTION OF WORLD PEACE. 

Foretgn policy occupied the Conference for 
the greater part of the morning, originating 
with a very long resolution submitted by the 
Executive. The resolution declared its sup- 
port of the fundamental principles of peace 
as embodied in the Geneva Protocol, called 
attention to the danger of special pacts, and, 
in particular, condemned the NÁ gc Ó oí 
Paris oí November 9, 1921, concerning the 
‘Albanian frontier. 

The resolution declared that the foreign 
pohcy of the present Government was inimi- 
cal to the promotion of world peace and 
mutual understanding, and that the Govern- 
ment’s attitude at Geneva constituted the 
ptincipal obstacle to the extension of the 
movement for arbitration. The opposition of 
the Government representatives in the Pre- 
> mae Committee of the Disarmament Con- 
erence to any limitation of expenditure on 
armed forces by International Treaty was 
condemned, and the Government was asked 
to re-open negotiations with the United 
States with a view of the settlement of all 
outstanding political questions between the 
two nations, 

The resolution demanded that the Govern- 
ment should ratify the convention in arms 
and ammunitions, condemned the Govern- 
ment’s treatment of the Russian Trade Dele- 
gation, and pledged the Party at the earliest 
opportunity to re-establish normal political 
and trading relations between Great Britain 
and Russia on the basis of reciprocal recog- 
nition of non-interference with each others 
affairs. ' 

FROM CHINA TO PERU. 

The Executive resolution also expressed 
regret at the '' prolonged, but inevitable, lack 
of political stability in China, which, though 
it may increase the difficulties of a permanent 
agreement between Great Britain and China, 
nevertheless ought not to prevent this coun- 
try from gaining the confidence of the Chinese 
Nationalist movement,” and from exercising 
restrictive neutrality and rigidly observing 
the prohibitions of international law as re- 
gards the invasion of a foreign country. 

“It is impossible in ten minutes to rush 
from China to Peru,”’ said Mr. C. T. Cramp, 
moving the resolution. The wages, hours 
and conditions of workers in this country 
depended in the long run, he said, on the 
conditions cbtaining throughout the world. 
Untess, in conjunction with other nations, 
we forged a policy Of peace, it would be im- 
possible to carry on international trade and 
market our products abroad in a way that 
would give an adequate return to British 
workers. i 

There had just appeared a message from 
Reuter—not usually suspected of undue 
democratic tendencies—dealing with our lost 
Russian trade and the transfer of Russian 
orders to other countries. There could be 
no more striking comment or glaring example 
of the incapacity of this Government in deal- 
‘ing with international] trade. 

THOSE DELEGATES TO RUSSIA. 

Referring to an amendment urging that a 
delegation should be sent to Russia, Mr. 
Cramp. asked: ‘‘Are not these things a 
little bit overdone? Are we not having too 
many delegations to Russia? (Mingled cries 
of “No” and “ Yes.’’) They might be 
necessary if this movement were hostile to 
RuSssia, but it is friendly.’’ 

An amendment moved by Mr. Gossip (Fur- 
~nighing Trades) warned the workers of the 
world that ‘‘the British Imperialists are 
continuing to work for an international 
attack on the Soviet Union.” It urged the 
appointment of a delegation to visit Russia 
and report, with a view to enlightening the 
workers, and instructed the Executive “to 
begin an. immediate propaganda campaign 
among the workers in favour of a general 
strike in the event of a war menace arising, 
and to approach the Council of the Trades 
Union Congress with a view to securing 
general action in organising and otherwise 
preparing such a general strike.” 

ir. Payne (Glasgow Trades Council) de- 
clared that the Government had made up its 
mind to destroy Russia. The only course 
open to the party was to use the general 
strike weapon.

Sidney Bernard Goulter, aged 26, the son 
of a reti spector of the London Metro- 
litan Police, Was brought up at Kingston 
olice Court yesterday char with the wil- 
ful murder of Miss Constance Oliver, the 21- 
gs typist, whose body was found on 
ednesday in Richmond Park, London. 

Miss Oliver left her home in Falcon ‘Grove, 
Battersea, on Sunday evening” to keep an 
appointment with a friend... Nothing more 
was seen of her until her body; was dis- 
covered by a park keeper in the bracken. 
There were severe injuries‘ to her head and 
faee, and a piece of linen was ‘tied round 
her neck. 

PROCEEDINGS IN COURT. 

ere was some excitement just before the 
Court opened, A taxicab drew ‘up, and some 
of the crowd, thinking: that the occupant, a 
young man who was accompanied jby.a police- 
man, was the accused man, rushed. towards 
the cab. When the man jumpéd out, how- 
ever, the crowd: realised: that they had made 
a mistake and drew back. 

Goulter, who is well known in the Kingston 
district, was arrested on Wednesday. night 
and brought to Kingston police station, 
where he remained in the cells’ alF night. 

Goulter was described. as am engineer of no 
fixed abode. He was charged with the wilful 
murder of Constance Gertrude Oliver, aged 
21, by strangling her at Richmond Park on 
' October 2. 

There was a bench oí ten magistrates, in- 
cluding one woman, ‘the chairman being Mr. 
R. V. Somers Smith. 

MAGISTRATE’S QUESTION, 

When the case was called Goulter walked 
into the Court by the side of a police ser- 
geant. Once in the little dock, he showed 
signs of distress, and he put out his hand 
and gripped the side rail. 

The Shishieal told him the charge, and 
then asked: “' Are you guilty or not guilty?” 

The Clerk of the Court at once jumped up 
and hurriedly consulted the Chairman as to 
the propriety of the question. 

Goulter did not reply, and te Chairman 
did not repeat the question. 

THE FINDING OF THE BODY. 

Divisional Defective Inspector Eve was the 
only witness called, “ At 10.30 yesterday,’’ 
he said, “I went, with other officers, to 
Richmond Park. There, lying in the ferns, 
I saw the dead body of Constance Gertrude 
Oliver. I conveyed the body to the Kingston 
mortuary. Her clothing was all torn, and 
some pieces of white ‘material were tied 
tightly round the neck, fastened by a knot 
on the right-hand side of the neck. Part 
of her clothing and the top of her right 
stocking were burned. 

“Under the direction of Chief Constable 
Wensley and Superintendent Hawkins a 
search was made, which resulted in the find- 
ing of an open handbag. After arriving at 
the mortuary further inquiries were made, as 
the result of which the prisoner was brought 
to Kingston Police Station. At 9.15 p.m. 
I saw him, and said: ‘I am an inspector 
of the police, and am making inquiries re- 
specting the death of Constance Oliver.’ I 
cautioned him, and he expressed the wish to 
make a statement, '' 

The Clerk—Will it be produced? 

Detective Inspector Eve—Not at this stage. 
The statement was read over to Goulter, and 
he signed it. 

“1 saw him this morning at 9.30 and said: 
“I shall charge you with the murder of 
Constance Oliver in Richmond Park on the 
2nd of October by strangling her.’ I cautioned 
him again, and he replied: “I quite under. 
stand.” That is as far as we propose to ax 
to-day.” 

Goulter was then remandéd until next 
Monday. 

PRISONER HISSED BY WOMEN. 

Throughout the evidence of Detective In- 
snector Eve Goulter’s head was bowed and 
his eyes closed. He stood perfectly motion- 
less, except for an occasional swaying. He 
became paler, until he was white to the lips, 
and his grip on the rails tightened till his 
knuckles were also devoid of colour. 

Inside the Court there was silence as the 
man passed through, but he had to go along 
a corridor outside, and there a number of 
women hissed loudly. The demonstration 
spread, and as Goulter was hurried to the 
back of the Courthouse there was hissing and 
boohing from a section of the crowd; which 
by that time swarmed all round the Court. 

While they were waiting outside the main 
aoor Goulter was smuggled through a small 
door at the back.

THE NEW SURTAX PROPOSALS, 

The question of the special surtax on un- 
earned incomes was introduced by Mr. H. B. 
Lees-Smith, who said this would be the 
financial policy of the next Labour Govern- 
ment. On behalf of the Executive he moved— 
‘This Conference, being of the opinion that 
the Sinking Fund for the reden ption of the 
National. Debt is being used to hamper the 
growth of the social services and to continue 
the burden of the food taxes upon the poor, 
calls for the imposition of a special surtax .on 
incomes over £500 a year derived from pro- 
perty. as investment—as proposed in the 
minority report of the Colwyn Committees— 
with the object of liberating resources from 
the abolition of taxes on necessaries for the 
development of social services and for the 
reduction of the debt.” 

Mr. Lees-Smith said that next Labour 
Government must be a Government of rapid 
and immediate achievement. In addition to 
the money which the Labour Government mus: 
secure by the reduction of military and naval 
expenditure it would be essential to obtain 
by increased taxation at last another 
£100,000,000 per year to carry out their pro- 
gramme. The surtax would be a graduated 
tax, averaging about two shillings in the £. 
with exemption for the first £500 a year. A 
surtax on that level would produce each year 
about £85,000,000, and it would be paid by 
the same people who would have paid the 
capital levy. By other proposals they could 
secure a further £15,000,000 a year. 

Dr. Hugh Dalton, M.P., of the Executive 
Council, seconded. 

Mr Oswald Mosley, M.P., moved on tehalf 
of the LL.P. an amendment declaring that 
the Conference was prepared to accept the 
proposed surtax on unearned incomes ‘n place 
of the capital levy, only on condition that the 
purpose of the capital levy was fulfilled by 
the devotion of the whole proceeds of the 
surtax to social services. 

Lord Arnold, winding up the debate, said 
this was a sound tax and equitable. It did 
not mean any confiscation. Broadly speaking, 
it meant putting back the rate of income tax 
on the unearned income of the country to 
what it was in 1922. 

The amendment was defeated, and the reso 
lution carried by a large majority.

‘RESEARCH, 


ADVANCE IN VETERINARY 
SCIENCE. 


MR. ORMSBY-GORE AND 
BUREAU SYSTEM. 


—— é€2T—— 


The. need for research in the field of 
veteri “science was discussed by Mr. W. 
Ormsby-Gore, under-Secretary of State for 
the Colonies,- ut yesterday's meeting of the 
Imperial Agricultural Research Conference, at 
Westminster Hall, London. 

Lord Bledisloe, who. hag os read the fol- 
lowing telegram from the King :— 

‘* T have received your message with great 
pleasure. “Please convey to the conference 
an expression of my- sincere thanks and m 
great interest in “their work, of which 
realise’ the ‘great importance to the prosperity 
of all parts of the pire? 

“ The British Empire;, ” said Mr. Ormsby- 
Gore, ‘‘ offers a unigue field for advance in 
human. knowledge in almost every direction 
in veterinary science. The whole Empire is 
prond of t has been done by South Africa 
in this field,-: ad equally, if I may say so, 
by. the ordinary British‘ farmer, scattered all 
over the world. And yet in ne field of 
endeavour are there greater gaps and greater 
need for scientific work. Some of us feel 
that until quite recently veterinary science 
has been working too much in water-tight 
compartments, and has suffered from lack of 
recognition. and assistance.”’ 

The conference, he continued, might put 
forward far-reaching recommendations, and 
he suggested the possibility of establishing, 
somewhere in the Empire, bureaux for animal 
nutrition. and animal. genetics, There 

avast mass of. data already 

, but not always readily accessible. 
The Rowett Institute, Aberdeen, had 
done excellent work under Dr. Orr, of 
that institute, whose field work should not 
only be followed up throughout the Empire, 
but should be followed up in an organised 
manner from the very start. As to finance, 
he thought that each new bureau would cost 
an average of £10,000 a year. 

ENTOMOLOGY. 

The Imperial Bureau of Entomology, with 
headquarters at the Natural History Museum, 
South Kensington, was a centre for all 
entomological workers in the Empire. It 
acted as a valuable agent for the recruitment 
of a more satisfactory stream of entomological 
workers, and in giving advice to various Go- 
vernments requiring entomologists as to who 
was the best man or woman that could be 
obtained for the purpose they had in view. 

He urged the Conference to consider to 
what other fields the bureau system was 
applicable, and in what branches of applied 
science there was the greatest need for exten- 
sion. The success of a bureau depended pri- 
marily on having the right man as director. 
The system lent itself to the co-ordination of 
work and workers. It was doubtful, however 
desirable it might seem at first sight, if a 
bureau attempting to deal with veterinary 
science generally could be conducted success- 
fully. The field of work was too big and 
too varied to embark on anything so compre- 
hensive at the present stage of development. 

AGRICULTURAL CHEMISTRY. 

The agricultural chemists were engaged, in 
the main, upon work in two fields. There 
were soil chemistry and chemistry of eco- 
nomic crops. It was probable that most 
agricultural chemists were engaged from time 
to time on both kinds of work. They should 
first, therefore, consider the establishment of 
a bureau of soil science, 

Plant nutrition and agricultural processes 
were affected by the presence in the soil of 
microscopic life, without which the chemical 
constituents of the soil could not become 
available, and a whole host of problems in 
connection with the physies and biology, as 
well as the chemistry, of soils confronted us. 

The Institute at Rothamstead, Hertford- 
shire, would be ths right place for the .estab- 
lishment of. an Imperial Bureau dealing with 
the problems of soil science. It should be 
made the distributing centre of knowledge

ECONOMIC BOTANY. 

Referring to the establishment of a Bureau 
of Economic Botany and Plant Genetics, such 
as had been recemmended by the Lovat Com- 
mittee, Mr. Ormsby-Gore spoke in eulogistic 
terms of the work done by the staff at Kew 
Gardens, which was the British Empire 
centre for the scientific study and classifica- 
tion of plants. The history of agriculture 
was very largely the history of economic 
botany. From countless ages the work of 
the plant-breeter had been going on—from 
the days when primitive man first selected 
the wild wheat of Syria and domesticated it 
to. his. uses, 

THE DISCUSSION. 

Sir Arnold Theiler, of the Agricultural 
Research Council, urged the importance of 
collecting information for veterinary work. 
At present, he said, the Colonial Office and 
other Government offices, for that matter, 
have documents piled up for the past fifty 
years, which nobody looks at. (Laughter.) 

Dr. E. W. Hill Director oí Kew Gardens, 
said that they ‘kept in touch with the 
workers overseas. It. was most essential that 
there should be an interchange of opinion. 


He urged the value of having officers able to. 


travel about -the Empire, keep in personal 
contact with the workers, and discuss the 
problems on the spot. At present agri- 
cúltural reports appeared only in a meagre 
form. They wanted to know more of the 
work that was going on. It would be useful 
if the results of all work could be sent to a 
central clearing house in London in connec- 
tion with the ‘aeperial Institute, 

Sir William Furse,. Director of the Imperial 
Institute, also.spoke of the importance of 
keeping in touch with workers. .overseas; and 
he appealed to the delegates to send to the 
Institute as much up-to-date information ae 
possible —. their work. 

Major G. N. Blackshaw, Rhodesia, said 
that a central organisation for guidance in 
preparing the foundations of the work it was 
proposed to carry out would be helpful. 

COSTLY SCIENCE. 

Sir John Russell caused laughter by saying 
that modern science was almost as expensive 
as modern warfare. ‘They needed a well- 
equipped soil laboratory, where men from all 
parts of the country could come and finish 
oft their work. 

Sir Daniel Hall, Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries, spoke of the value of havin 
corresponding centres for each recognise 
section of the vast subject of agrichitural 
work. There should be a place where al 
workers should have the right to apply for 
information. 

There was great laughter when a member 
asked the Chairman, on a point of order, 
“What is a Bureau?”

If, he said, the bishop had lost 
belief in the Bible account of the creation 
and other fundamentals of the faith, he 
should not endeavour to shatter the belief of 
Westminster schoolboys, to whom he was 
chiefly addressing his sermon. The views ex- 
pressed by the bishop were capable of having 
a very serious and harmful effect on Sunday 
School teaching throughout the country.

VIEWS ON THE PROBLEM. 


LONDON “ GOAD” 

FAVOURED. 

Ar. Fk. Oliver Lyons, Vice-Chairman of the 

Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to

If the drovers were 
leensed and carried a badge, the Guard 
could easily identify them without stopping 
the passage of the cattle.

police authorities, or the inspectors of the 
ociety, when requested.

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QUESTION OF EXPENSE.

on people engaged in the live stock trade. 
He asked Mr. Lyons whether, in his opinion,

Mr. Lyons replied that he did not think 
‘hat the licensing would create a financial 

iden, because the financial gain arising 
rom the eattle arriving in Birkenhead and 
‘asgow in a better condition would more 
han outweigh the very trifling cost. 

Mr. F. A. Heney, M.R.C.V.S., expressed 
the opinion that the licensing of cattle 
drovers could be brought about by the expen 
diture of a nominal sum—say, a shilling. 
In certain cases he would be inclined to give 
drovers a badge, on the employers, or repre- 
entatives of the salesmasters, or persons 
engaged in the cattle trade, representing the 
men as fit and proper persons to be permitted 
to hold the licences. At present, if a repre- 
entative of the Society got a man beating 
cattle and warned him, he would give im- 
pertinence, and continue the beating, and the 
owner would say that he knew nothing about 
the man; In many cases they found it impos- 
sible to prosecute these drovers, About a year 
ago he heard a direction in the Cattle Market, 
“Put down your sticks!’ There was no 
stick used in the market that day. He had 
no reason to believe that the direction came 
from any body except the drovers’ own body. 

A member of the Committee suggested that 
the inference was that the sticks were un- 
necessary. 

Mr. Heney explained that when he said no 
stick was used he meant that the drovers did 
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being licensed, an4 a loss of licence should 
follow ” ome offences.

Mr. Reeves asseted that the great difficulty 
about the <riving of cattle in connection 
with traffic was from the Dublin Market to 
the North Wall, and Amiens street Station 
in the case of cattle going to the North. 
Men engaged in doing that work should 
be licensed, including farmers or ‘farmers’ 
sons; but he did not think it should be 
applicable to the city slaughter houses. 

FAIRS IM STREETS. 

His department said Mr. Reeves, looked 
upon the holding of fairs in towns and 
streets as one of the greatest difficulties 
which they had in connection with the cattle 
trade. Animals exposed for sale in those 
conditions received gross and cruel ill-treat- 
ment owing to the narrowness of the streets, 
the hard’ surfates on which they had to 
stand and the congestion. The surfaces of 
the 10ads were ¢Conducive to footsore, and 
fair greens should be atiiised whefe avail- 
able. There were faw greene in a good 
many contres, but practically all the im- 
portant fairs in Ireland were held in the 
streets. 

The witness expressed himself in disagree- 
ment with Mr. Heney as to the methods 
which he suggested for the shoeing of horses, 
and in conclusion made a number of sug- 
gestions for the improvement of the road 
surfaces, with a view to facilitating vehicular 
traffic and the use of them by cattle. 

IDENTIFICATION BADGES. 

Mr. George Spain, Secretary of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union 
(Cattle Drovers’ Section), in the course of a 
statement, said that his tion believed that 
any er traffic legislation would be in- 
complete that did not make provision for the 
regulation of cattle-driving in the interests 
of the users of the roads and the public 
generally, and also for the necessary pro- 
tection of the animals driven They sub- 
mitted that drovers should be licensed and 
provided with badgeé by which they could 
be at once identified by the Civic Guards. 
Theis experience was that regular drovers, 
men who made their livelihood by that busi- 
ness, had been refused employment because 
they refused to take charge of more cattle 
than permitted by the regulations. Their 
jobs were given to casual men, whe, without 
any responsibility, were prepared to risk 
prosecution. If the regular men were 
licensed, then they would have a body of 
drovers whose interest it was to be careful, 
both as regards the traffic and the handhng 
of the beasts. Whe licensing of drovers 
should, for the present, be confined to the 
Metropolitan area, with a system of permits 
for countrymen bringing cattle to the Dublia 
Market. 

Mr, Thomas O'Reilly supported the last 
witness, and added that the regulations for 
the bag of cattle in Dublin were framed 
in 1875, when the condition of the streets was 
quite different from what it is now. He sug- 
gested that there should be a redaction in the 
number of animals, especially sheep and pigs, 
which a drover should be allowed to drive. 
The regulations as to the number were not 
observed, although the Guards gave every 
assistance. When, however, cases for driving 
more than the regulated number came before 
the justices they were treated in a farcical 


manner. 
REGISTRATION FEE. 

To the Chairman he said that the cost of 
registration should be borne by the individual 
drover. It need not be more than a half a 
crown. London was the only place that he 
lew of where the regulations for driving 
cattle were observed. His union would like 
to have the licence system adopted for the 
whole of the metropolitan area, and also for 
the cattle shipping ports, 

He complained that the slippery asphalt 
road surface in the vicinity of the market, 
and also from Mountjoy corner to Seville 
place, made it very difficult for drovers to 
get their charges to the quay safely and in 
good time. In the winter months especially 
it was slow work. 


A NEW PROBLEM. 


INCREASING 'BUS TRAFFIC ON 


RURAL ROADS, 

Mr. R. J. Kirwan, County Surveyor, Sligo, 
ar... Chairman of the County Surveyors’ Asso- 
ciation, submitted a brief statement of 
opinion, stating that the extraordinary in- 
crease in motor ‘bus traffic on rural roads 
had, within the past few months, created a 
new problem, Heavy ‘buses should be allowed 
to ply only on routes which were certified 
by the county surveyors concerned as safe 
for such traffic. Roads which were quite un- 
suitable may now be called on to carry 
greater traffic than a light railway, and it 
was anomalous that -he guarantee of safety 
required for the light railways was not re- 
uired for the roads. He did not think that 
the Civic Guard authorities were competent 
to decide the suitability and safety of routes, 
as they could not foresee what the effect of 
heavy traffic would be. 

Mr. Kirwan further stated that a very large 
mileage of roads were being used for heavy 
"bus traffic, which had never been recon- 
structed or improved in any way. It was 
quite clear that these roads could not stand 
such a traffic, and, in his oninion, they must 
be reconstructed. Many had not s1fficient 
foundations, and they became so broken up 
that they might become unsafe for the 
‘buses, and for other traffic as well. He had 
a complaint of an accident that occurred to a 


|GOVERNMENT ASKED TO 


HOLD INQUIRY. 


A conference that was held in Ennis- 
killen to consider the present unsatis- 
factory conditions of the pork trade in 
Northern Ireland passed a resolution ask- 
ing the Northern Government to hold an 
inquiry into the pork and bacon industry 
in the interests of the producer. 

Mr. Wm. Crawford, Chairman of the Kin- 
awley Co-operative Society, presided, and re- 
presentatives of the railway companies also 
were present. 

Mr W H. West, J.P., Secretary of the 
Fermanagh Committee of Agriculture, said 
thatshis view was that the present unsatis- 
factory state of the pork trade was due to the 
out-or-date method of purchasing pigs dead. 
No other country had this one-sided system to 
contend with; for it left the producer ra go 
in the hands of the curers, and arp seg bey

other industry under like conditions. 
CURERS CRITICISED. 

The curers in Northern Ireland had treated 
the farmers as fools. They had flatly refused 
to publish the prices of pork at the begin- 
ning, or daring the week as is done in Eng- 
land and elsewhere. This left the producer 
ontirely at the mercy vf the curers. Inside 
two weeks the prices of pork at Enniskillen 
fluctuated to the exterit of 20s. per cwt. The 
producers were exasperated at the treatment 
they had got this year and g AR. must be 
done to give them a straight deal. His sugges- 
tions were :— 

Abolish the dead pig market and sell all 

alive. 

The (fovernment must legislate and save the 
situation. 

Further, the Government might set np a 
pooling system, and sell the pork co- 
operatively ; or 

The Government could come to their assist- 
ance by helping them to set = curing 
establishments of their own, the same 
as has been done in England during the 
past ten years. 

THE REMEDY. 

This would be the best solution to the 
problem. If something was not done the 
park and bacon trade would get a set back 
that it would take years to recover.

Postman Laurence Griffin stated that he 
remembered nticing among his collections of 
letters at Darrow Cross post pillar on the 
15th July last two envelopes addressed in red 
pencil. He identified an envelope produced. 

A woman named Mrs. Sexton deposed to 
serving Kennedy with a bottle of stont in 
Walsh's publichouse at Durrow on the 15th 
July. The licensed premises were but a short 
distance from the post office pillar, After 
taking his drink, Kennedy put his hand in 
his pocket, and said: “TI must not forget to 
post my letters.”

STATEMENT BY THE 
GOVERNORS. 


At the annual meeting of the National 
Maternity Mospital, Hotes street, Dublin, 
yesterday, at which Chief Justice Kennedy 
presided, attention was drawn to the necessity 
of new hospital buildings, as the old and 
decaying private houses which are now doing 
duty as an hospital are inadequate and un- 
sulta 

Mr. H. C. Lynch, the honorary secretary, 
who read the annual report, pointed out that 
very few hospitals to-day treated patients 
without payment to the degree that the 
National Maternity Hospi did. They 
urgently needed new buildings, because their 
present houses were actually in danger, being 
worn out and old. He moved the adoption 
of the report. 

ORK OF THE HOSPITAL. 

The Rev. T. A. Finlay, 8.J., im seconding 
the adoption of the report, said that the 
record of the work of this hospital should 
commend enthusiastic and widespread public 
support, the more so when it was realised 
that the work was done for that section of the 
people who urgently needed such free assist- 
ance. Its work from a humanitarian point of 
view should commend universal sympathy. 

It was a strange thing, he said, that the 
entrance of man into this world should be 
accompanied by such pain by the parent. It 
was a singular phenomenon that required ex- 
planation, particularly when it was realised 
that all the other functions of the normal 
healthy body were accompanied, not by pain, 
but even by satisfaction. To fina an expiana- 
tion for this phenomenon they would have to 

o to the Revealed Narrative, which showed 
that a very heavy portion of the primary 
malediction which man had brought down 
upon himself for his sin was laid upon woman. 
It was vain for them, he thought, to turn to 
science for an explanation. A section of 
scientific men had devoted themselves to the 
alleviation of this pain, and in doing so they 
were rendering essential service to the human 
race as & whole. 

THE STAFF'S WORK, 

The manner in which such service was ac- 
corded to patients in this hospital had been 
explained to them, and they had every reason 
to congratulate the Master and the medical 
and nursing staffs on the success of their 
work: Up to recent times these alleviations 
were confined to those who could pay for 
them, but they were now being carried out 
in this hospital. The claims that this hospital 
had upon the public were undeniable, but 
they should be brought more prominently and 
insistently before the people. 

The report was then declared adopted. 

IN DIRE NEED. 

Professor J. M. O'Sullivan, Minister for 
Education, proposed—‘‘ That this hospital is 
worthy of support.” He said that unless 
something was done immediately a serious 
danger would confront the hospital in a very 
short time. The fact that the hospital was in 
such dire need of funds should be made 
widely known by propaganda. It was not an 
idle threat; for already one institution con- 
nected with the hospital had been shut down 
owing to lack of funds. In Holles street 
Hospital the one mother could receive 
services for nothing that would cost a rich 
woman £100. That was a great tribute to the 
medical profession ; it was, in fact, a tradition 
that was being worthily upheld to-day. It 
had heen suggested that the State should 
take it over, but it was not well for the State 
to “* gobble ” up everything. 

EARLY MARRIAGE. 

Professor Maurice Hayes, in seconding the 
resolution, spoke of the comparative death 
rates of intern and extern patients of the 
hospital, and in this respect applauded the 
recommendation of the Buerereiy In their 
Pastoral Letter on Sunday to the men and 
women of the land to marry young. The 
fact that the death rate among young mothers 
was less was, he thought, the strongest argu- 
ment in favour of this recommendation. The 
maternal instinct was undoubtedly uppermost 
in the mind of every woman. The Pastoral 
recommendation provided: salutary encourage- 
ment to the young people, who would be still 
farther fortified by the statistics. 

It was, he went on, traditional in this 
country that the best work was done in 
most unfavourable surroundings and under 
the most unfavourable circumstances, and so 
it was true of Holles Street Hospital. 

JUSTIFIED BY ITS WORK. 

_ Speaking to the resolution, Chief Justice 
Kennedy upheld the charity and generosity 
of the public of Dublin. The reason that 
there was no response was that no adequate 
appeal had been made. People were heard 
to say that they had tod many hospitals in 
Dublin. This was not so,’ and certainly 
Holles Street Hospital was not one of the 
too many. The institution had justified itself 
by its work. 

New buildings were urgently needed for 
a renewal of the life, and a _ continuance 
and expansion of the work of the hospital. 
He was sure that the Dublin public would 
respond heartily if they were forcefully and 
Vitally appealed to for funds for the upkeep 
of the institution and the building of the 
new wing. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Sir Joseph Giynn proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Chairman, and Dr. P. T. McArdle, 
the Mastef, in seconding the vote, returned 
thanks to the governors, and to the medical 
and nursing staffs of the institution for the 
increasing help that they had given him. 

THE MEDICAL REPORT. 

In his medical report the Master, Dr. P. T. 
McArdle, stated that during the year 1,308 
patients were admitted to the hospital. In 
the extern department 744 calls were received 
and 654 patients were attended during con- 
finement in their own homes. 

In the gynecological department 356 
patients were admitted, and 523 operations 
were performed. There was 5,588 applica- 
tions for treatment in the dispensary depart- 


ment. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

The thirty-third annual report, which was 
reed by Mr. H. ©. Lynch, hon. secretary, 
stated that the year that had ended on 
March 31 last had been another record in 
the history of the hospital. This it was 
gratifying to know, as well as the fact that 
the medical and nursing staffs had excelled 
the traditions of the institution. A visit to 
the wards would demonstrate the inadequacy 
and unsuitability of old and decaying private 
houses for a maternity hospital, and should 
bring a feeling of shame to those who had 
hitherto failed to realise the claim which 
the poor mothers had on their charity. The 
existence of the National Maternity Hospital 
seemed to have been forgotten, even by 
charitable people.

INCREASE IN PRIVATE DEPOSITS 


Owing to an increase of about £5,800.000 
in ‘‘the other securities,” of £1,500,000 in 
the Government securities, and a decrease of 
£4.700,000 in the public deposits the private 
deposits in this week's Bank return show an 
increase of £12,526.000, raising the amount to 
£109,865,878. A drop ot nearly £400,000 im 
the reserve was more than offset by a decrease 
of £694.000 in the Rest. due to the payment of 
the half-vearly dividend on Bank of England 
Stock. The decline in the reserve was mainly 
due to an increase of £484,000 in the note 
circulation. a movement offset to the extent 
of £86,000 by an increase in the coin and 
bullion. ‘Whe reserve has been reduced to a 
httle under £354.000.000. and owing to the 
heavy expansion in the other deposits its pro- 
portion to liabilities is nearly two lower at 
under 26 per cent.
